| of ried died at his Londonderry residence 


esterday. 
|. Dr. McHugh passed away rather suddenly. 

In the morning he felt so well that he sat 
up in a chair, but on becoming weak he went 
back to bed, and became rapidly worse. ‘Thd 
Rev. Dr, McShane, President of St. Columb’s 
College, gave him the Sacrament, and the 
end came peacefully. Dr. McHugh’s remains 
| will be taken to the Cathedral to-morrow, 

and will lie there in state till Tuesday next, 
when they will be buried. 

Dr. McHugh was born at Dreenan, near 
Castlederg, County Tyrone, in 1856, and came 
} of a notable clerical stock. One of his rela- 
tives was the distinguished parish priest of 
Langfield, the Very Rev. Francis McHugh. 
Two other relativés, both eminent in their 
day, :preceded him in the Pastorate of Stra- 
bane. One of them, the Very Rev. Arthur 
McHugh, like himself, was Vicar-General of 
‘the diocese.- The other, a maternal relative, 
‘was. the Very Rev. Dr. Browne, who was 
well known in ecclesiastical controversial, 
literature in the early Victorian days.

TRACES OF .ARSENIC IN 

APPLES. 

“NOT INJURIOUS TO HEALTH,” 
SAYS DR. RUSSELL. 

Following. the recent mild. scare created 
by the references at. public bodies in England 
and Ireland.to. the arsenical contamination of 
American apples, Dr. Russell, Medical Ofticer 
of Health for Dublin, took. steps to have 
quantities of the. fruit analysed... 

Dr. Russell is now able to assure the 
‘public that only a very small ‘amount. of 
arsenic was discovered, and that it was not 
jnjurious to health. He states, however, that 
the fruit. should be .peeled before eating. 

' Dr. Russell told our representative yester- 
day that several samples of apples had been 
‘submitted to the City Analyst for quantita- |. 
tive analysis. The results showed that some 
of the samples contained no arsenic, and: 
others contained quantities. varying from one- 
fiftieth to orfe-thousandth part of a grain per 
pound of apples. Four fair-sized apples on 
an average go to make a pound; and, there- 
fore, these figures must be divided by four to 
get the exact quantity of arsenic per apple.

When, .however, conscription in Ireland was 
suggested he became a prominent figure in 
the campaign against it, and he raised a con- 
siderable fund in his own diocese with the 
object of defeating it. 

In 1916, Dr. McHugh came into conflict 
with the Nationalist Party in regard to the 
Lloyd George proposals for the settlement of: 
the Irish question. Indeed,:it may be said 
that he led the opposition against these pro- 
posals. In the course of that campaign he 
organised what was subsequently known as 
the Irish Nation League. He was chiefly in- 
strumental in organising All-Ireland test 
meetings, which were held in the Phenix 
Park, Dublin, Dr. McHugh also took a lead- 
ing part in denouncing the Govarnment of 
Ireland Act of 1920, and issued a pamphlet 
condemning it. 

When the Treaty was accepted he was one 
of those bishops who at an early date saw 
the ‘Irish signnatories, and, it is believed, 
received assurances from them in regard to 
the funetions -of the Boundary Commission, 
which, partly, at least, reconciled him to 
the acceptance of the Maps. During 
their tour in December, 1924, the members of 
the Boundary Commission called upon him at 
. his Donegal residence in Moville.

CIRCUIT COURT DECREEs. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH FIMES. 

Sre,—Our attention has been drawh to the 
recent discussion at the Dublin Chamber of 
Commerce, who appear to be under the im- 
pression that no provision has been made in 
the recent legislation for the registration of 
decrees of the Circuit Court up to £300. This 
is quite an incorrect view of the law. From 
the time when the Courts of Justice Act, 
1924, was first brought into effect we have 
been habitually registering every decree of 
the Circuit Court which we obtained for a 
sum of £20, exclusive-of costs, and upwards, 
pursuant: to Section 59 of that Act. The 
section in question provides inter alia that 
the judgment in any action in the Circuit 
Court for any sum exceeding £20, over and 
above costs, may be registered: in the Central 
Office of the High Court in like manner as 
actions, and judgments of the High Court. 
There is at present no Central Office, and 
under these circumstances the Judgment 
Record and Writ Office, where judgniénts 
have hitherto been registered, continues to be 
utilised both for High Court judgments and 
for judgments of the Circuit Court. 

In our opinion, the same penalty which 
hitherto. attached to the plaintiff who 
obtained judgment in the High Court against 
a debtor now ‘applies to a plaintiff in the 
Circuit Court.who obtained a judgment for 
£20, over and above costs, against a debtor 
and whe does not register it. This would 
seem to be the intention-of Section 59 of the 
Courts of Justice Act, and, having regard 
to the provisions of the Bankruptcy Statute 
and its wording, it is probable that if the

registrable. This would go a long way to 
curtail the activities of the various-long-firm 
operators and unsatisfactory traders who are 
to be found at present. throughout Ireland, 
and of whom the Dublin Chamber of Com- 
merce very justly complains. 

It is quite possible that the worthy mem 
bers of the Chamber of Commerce have been 
misled by the fact that.Circuit Court judg 
ments, when registered in the Judgment 
Record and Writ Office, duly appear in the 
various trade protection gazettes as High 
Court judgments, in the same way as any

1.—The 10 of Clube—The 9 in this instance is 
equivalent to an honour, and, therefore, this lead 
comes under the rule: “ When i ee 
honours, lead the top honour of any two or three 
in sequence.” i 

2.—The 5 oí Díamonds—Not having a sure re- 
entry, the fourth best card is led from a four, five, 
six or seven-card suit, headed by but tw. honours. 
One trick in the suit probably must be lost, and 
it is preferable to lose the first, while partner may 
still hold a card of suit to return. 

G&.—The Knave of Spades—In this instance the 
8 of Spades is equivalent to an honour,. and, 
therefore, the same rule covers this lead as No. 
The Spade suit is opened instead of the Dia i 
as it is nearly always preferable to open the 
longest suit against a no-trump declaration. 

. Queen of Clubs—This, 
under the rule stated in No, 1.

2.—One Spade—A denial holding and upon the

&.—No bid—Having normal support íor partner’s 
declaration, a denial would be unsound and mis- 
leading.

Are you still of that opinion’—I am. 

PROPERLY CONDUCTED 
EXAMINATION. . 

Replying to Mr. Shannon, the witness said 
that the examination was conducted in an 
ordinary and proper way, 

Was there any danger to the patient!— 
None whatever. 

And is there a scintilla of truth in the 
statement that Dr. Moorhead abused her?—- 
No, there was no objection whatever on her 
part. She co-operated the whole time during 
the examination. : 

Regarding the statement that he held up 
the bedclothes during the examination, Dr.

MR. JUSTICE HANNA’S CHARGE. 


In his charge to the jury, Mr ie 
Hanna first stated the bi ‘as a ae 
rights of patients and medica! men in au ex- 
amination. The legal basis, said his lordship 
was the consent of the patient. When a 
patient brought in a doctor there was either 
an implied or an expressed*consent that the 
doctor should be entitled to do all such acts 
as he considered reasonably necessary in his 
opinion, ring regard to the state of medical 
knowledge and his own experience, to dis- 
charge his duty in making a diagnosis. But 
it was always subject to thie—the, if he pro- 
posed to do any act dangerous or risky or 
painful to the patient, he should give the 
patient such information as would enable the 
patient to give or withhold consent. 

Proceeding to deal with the facts, his lord- 
ship said that the case must be decided by 
the jury and not by him; and althouch he 
was entitled to convey to the jury his own 
opinion, he would not do so. The question 
for them was—which side would they believe? 
He did not think that they should embarrass 
themselves with the difficult question as to 
whether the plaintiff's condition was the re- 
sult of hysteria or neurosis. They should 
determine for themselves the point whether 
hers was a true story or one that was falsely 
concocted. The two stories, said his lordship, 
could not stand together. 


THE PLAINTIFF AND THE 
DEFENDANT. 

The plaintiff's contention was that, without 
her leave, Dr. Moorhead was forced upon her, 
scandalously and needlessly exposed her, hit 
her on the back with a stethoscope, injuring 
her, and dragged her up and down the room. 
That brought them to the consideration of the 
characters and personality of the two persons. 
The plaintiff should not be decided against 
because she was a suffragette, was in prison, 
and had brought several unsuccessful actions. 
But, said his lordship, these facts were rele- 
vant in considering the type of woman that 
she was; whether she would be scrupulous 
about bringing unfounded charges, or, on the 
other hand, prone to do so. 

Dr. Muorhead should not be believed be- 
cause he was an eminent doctor, but his 
counsel were entitled to say that the plain- 
tiff’s contention could not be true unless not 
alone Dr. Moorhead, but Dr. Wheeler 
and the Matron had all gone mad 
on that morning, or had conspired to adopt 
‘shock tactics’ in examining the plaintiff. 
Dr, Moorhead alleged that the examination 
was a matter of routine, and had been car- 
ried out according to routine in the plaintiff's 
case, He examined hundreds of cases, and 
this case was not different from any of them, 
and he had no personal complaint for mohths 
afterwards, | . 

CORROBORATION NECESSARY. 

Corroboration must be looked for on each 
side. The plaintiff relied for corroboration 
on the fact that her sister complained of 
the brutg! treatment that afternoon, that she 
removed the tient from the hospital the 
next day, that she wrote 4 letter of com- 
plaint to Dr. Wheeler within the next. few 
days, and that the plaintiff, if her evidence 
was to be believed, had been much worse 
immediately after the occurrence and since. 
Dr, Moorhead relied on the corroboration of 
Dr, Wheeler and the Matron, against whom 
there had heen no charge of any kind; on 
the probability of the story which he told, of 
the ordinary examination of the hysterical 
patient. and on the additional fact that the 
laintiff’s sister had endeavoured very wrong- 
ully, if hot Bitranestly, to get Dr. Roantree

destruction of a wooden hut on Ticknock Hill, 
which was consumed by fire on the night of 
the 22nd March last. 

The applicant said that the hut stood on 
the mountain side, a quarter of a mile from 
his own residence.

Asked why he did not go down to the hut 
when he first saw it on fire, the applicant said 
that there were ‘‘ queer people’’ about. He 
did not know but that there might have been 
a hetter man than himself concealed in the 
bushes, and he might not have got back home. 
(Laughter.) Some time ago a young man was 
shot in the neighbourhood, and a stone had 
been erected there to his memory. 

Thomas Taylor, son of the applicant, said 
that he had seen ‘‘dug-outs” in the neigh- 
bourhood of the hut. A ‘‘dump’’ was found 
recently about a mile from the hut,
